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"T 

A don't  think  I ever  made  a definite  decision  to  'become  a 
teacher.'  I enjoyed  learning  and  teaching  just  followed  from 
there,"  says  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias,  instructor  of  French  at  Pine 
Manor  for  28  years. 

Dr.  Frederick  Cabot,  instructor  of  English,  remembers,  "I 
loved  to  learn  and  I wanted  to  be  a teacher  ever  since  I was 
in  school.  In  fact,  I was  probably  a pain  in  the  neck  to  my 
friends  when  I was  young!" 

Although  each  instructor  at  Pine  Manor  has  individual 
reasons  for  choosing  to  teach,  a love  of  learning  and  a desire 
to  share  this  love  with  others  are  the  foundation  of  the  fac- 
ulty's unusual  strengths  — and  the  foundation  of  the  College 
itself. 

Commitment  to  teaching  in  general  is  common  to  the  fac- 
ulty; commitment  to  teaching  at  Pine  Manor  in  particular  is 
also  shared.  Many  faculty  members  believe  that  Pine  Manor 
offers  a special  environment  that  provides  unusual 
satisfactions. 

To  teach,  not  instruct 

'Pine  Manor  offers  me  the  chance  to  teach,  not  just 
instruct,"  says  Dr.  Elizabeth  Gardner,  head  of  the  Division 
of  Sciences  and  instructor  of  biology.  "There's  a big  dif- 
ference. At  another  college,  I was  scolded  for  spending  too 
much  time  with  students  and  not  enough  time  in  research. 
The  pressure  at  Pine  Manor  is  not  to  turn  out  pages  of  valu- 
able research,  but  rather  to  turn  out  valuable  minds." 

"Respect  for  teaching  in  all  fields  was  one  of  the  things 
that  first  impressed  me  about  Pine  Manor,"  says  dance 
instructor  Christie  Nichols.  "Dance  is  approached  as  an  art 
form  here  and  respected  as  such.  This  isn't  true  at  many 
colleges." 

Small  classes:  fact,  not  fiction 

At  Pine  Manor,  small  classes  are  fact,  not  fiction,  accord- 
ing to  Academic  Dean  Burnham  Carter:  "The  largest  class 
has  50  students.  Twenty-five  percent  of  our  classes  have  less 
than  10  students  enrolled.  This  may  be  excessive,"  he  says, 
"but  it's  delicious!"  (So  delicious  in  fact,  that  Dr.  Carter  has 
resigned  as  academic  dean  for  the  coming  year  in  order  to 
return  to  full-time  teaching  at  Pine  Manor.) 


"Small  classes  are  better  for  students  and  instructors," 
says  biology  instructor  Michele  (DGara.  "I  don't  let  students 
get  away  with  rushing  through  experiments  the  way  they 
often  do  in  labs  taught  by  graduate  assistants  at  larger  insti- 
tutions. Because  Pine  Manor  is  small,  I also  have  the  free- 
dom to  adjust  my  courses  to  meet  the  needs  of  individual 
classes." 

Drama  and  public  speaking  instructor  Ben  Pegg  came  to 
Pine  Manor  after  12  years  at  the  University  of  Delaware.  "I 
wanted  to  have  more  contact  with  students,"  he  says.  "You 
do  get  to  know  some  students  wherever  you  teach,  but  here 
you  get  to  know  many  more." 

Most  teachers  at  Pine  Manor  are  readily  available  to  stu- 
dents outside  of  class  and  enjoy  such  informal  contact. 

"This  was  my  first  year  at  Pine  Manor,"  says  Dr.  Helle 
Mathiasen,  instructor  of  English,  "but  I was  able  to  get  to 
know  several  students  well  by  working  with  them  on  the 
student-initiated  freshman  literary  magazine.  We  all 
enjoyed  working  both  in  their  Village  and  in  my  home." 

Student/teacher  relationships  sometimes  continue  after 
commencement.  "Not  long  ago,  six  or  seven  girls  called  me 
up  and  came  by  to  see  me  one  Sunday  afternoon,  including 
one  I hadn't  seen  in  10  years!"  says  Dr.  Gegerias. 

Nevertheless,  not  every  student  receives  the  close  atten- 
tion she  may  need.  "We  should  have  a better  system,"  says 
Dr.  John  Agnew,  history  instructor  and  chairman  of  the 
Division  of  Humanides.  "It's  not  enough  to  tell  a student 
'See  your  advisor.'  We  need  to  ensure  that  she  gets  mean- 
ingful advice,  not  just  a signature  on  a program  card. 

"Of  course,  no  matter  what  you  do,  there  is  no  guarantee 
that  you  can  keep  each  student  tuned  in.  A lot  depends  on 
her  own  efforts.  Students  and  teachers  are  colleagues  in 
learning." 

A remarkable  maturing  process 

Pine  Manor's  special  character  as  a liberal  arts  women's 
college  with  a two-year  emphasis  offers  unusual  rewards  to 
faculty  members. 
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Drama  and  speech  instructor  Ben  Pegg  (top)  enjoys  the  close  con- 
tact Pine  Manor  faculty  have  with  students;  lectures  by  art  history 
instructor  Dr.  Rodman  Henry  (middle  left)  are  a Pine  Manor  insti-

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"You  can  see  much  greater  intellectual  and  personal 
growth  in  students  at  Pine  Manor  than  at  a large  university 
or  even  a small  coeducational  college.  There's  a remarkable 
maturing  process  here.  Students  experience  as  much  or 
more  growth  in  two  years  here  than  they  do  at  any  other 
period  in  their  life.  It's  very  exciting  to  be  involved  in  this," 
says  Dr.  Agnew. 

The  faculty  is  determined  to  keep  the  two-year  programs 
as  the  College's  primary  concern.  "The  new  bachelor  of  arts 
degrees  will  add  variety  and  depth  to  the  curriculum,  but 
we're  going  to  make  sure  that  they  won't  be  the  tail  wagging 
the  dog,"  says  Dr.  Cabot. 


Balancing  enthusiasm  and  rigor 

Most  instructors  see  themselves  as  the  springboard  for 
student  interest. 

"My  enthusiasm  is  the  prime  motivator,"  says  American 
studies  instructor  Virginia  Darney.  "Students  react  to  my 
own  excitement." 

"It's  not  easy,  but  the  teacher  has  to  be  the  one  that  gives 
the  class  sustenance  — food  for  thought  — and  finds  the 
spark  that  ignites  their  thinking,"  says  Dr.  Rodman  Henry, 
instructor  of  art  history  at  Pine  Manor  for  22  years. 

"As  an  instructor,  you  don't  need  to  awaken  an  interest  in 
a student  akin  to  your  own,"  says  philosophy  and  religion 
instructor  Stephen  Thompson.  "You  do  need  to  make  stu- 
dents aware  that  certain  issues  are  important  in  their  own 
lives.  For  example,  it  would  be  hard  for  me  to  create  mini 
professional  philosophers,  but  I can  arouse  student  interest 
by  telling  my  class  that  they  can't  love,  parent,  or  vote  with- 
out doing  some  philosophical  thinking." 

Says  Dr.  Gardner,  "We  try  to  come  up  with  examples  that 
students  encounter  in  their  everyday  lives,  rather  than  age- 
old  'truths'  that  bore  the  daylights  out  of  students  and  fac- 
ulty both." 

Although  classes  are  informal,  instructors  take  their  sub- 
ject matter  seriously  and  require  students  to  do  the  same. 
"We  balance  enthusiasm  with  rigor,"  says  Virginia  Darney. 

"The  best  way  I've  found  to  motivate  students  is  to  have 
high  expectations,"  says  English  instructor  Vera  Kreilkamp. 
"I  may  tell  a class  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  semester  that 
there  is  a book  a week  to  read  and  a quiz  a week.  This  is 
very  effective.  Students  will  respond  to  you  at  the  level  on 
which  you  deal  with  them." 

After  completing  one  semester  at  Pine  Manor,  students 
not  on  academic  probation  have  the  option  of  taking  one 
course  per  term  on  a credit/no  credit  basis.  Most  students, 
however,  choose  to  be  evaluated  with  traditional  grades,  so 
examinations  and  term  papers  remain  useful  academic 
tools. 

"In  any  field,  there's  a body  of  knowledge  and  a language 
that  must  be  mastered.  There's  no  easy  way  to  do  this.  Tests 
and  grades  are  necessary  'sticks'  in  the  learning  process," 
says  Dr.  Gardner. 


Virginia  Darney:  enthusiasm  and  rigor 


Those  who  can,  teach 

At  Pine  Manor,  those  who  can,  teach,  to  correct  the  old 
adage. 

"There  is  no  publish  or  perish  pressure  here,  but  many 
faculty  keep  up-to-date  in  their  fields  far  beyond  what  is 
considered  necessary  for  teaching,"  says  Dr.  Carter.  "A  look 
at  the  faculty  roster  in  the  back  of  our  catalog,  at  the  jobs  our 
alumnae  hold,  or  at  our  transfer  rate  indicates  the  quality  of 
our  instructors." 

Many  faculty  members  use  the  summer  months  for  the 
additional  study  or  research  that  their  heavy  teaching 
responsibilities  leave  little  time  for  during  the  academic 
year;  instructors  in  the  fine  and  performing  arts  regularly 
exhibit  their  work  and  perform  on-campus  and  in  the 
Boston  area.  "I  went  to  school  during  the  summer  for  many, 
many  years,"  says  Ben  Pegg,  "and  it  was  quite  an  experience 
to  be  in  an  acting  class  with  youngsters.  I think  it's  very 
important  for  a teacher  to  go  back  and  face  the  problem  of 
being  a student  again." 

The  joy  of  living 

Pine  Manor  faculty  don't  talk  about  facts  learned,  term 
papers  written,  or  careers  chosen  when  they  discuss  the 
importance  of  education.  Instead,  they  emphasize  the 
development  of  certain  qualities  which  transcend  any  one 
discipline. 

"There  is  a misconception  that  college  finishes  a student's 
education,"  says  Dr.  Cabot.  "The  truth  is  that  college  should 
awaken  curiosity  and  teach  you  that  you  don't  know  every- 
thing. It  should  be  the  beginning  of  a life-long  learning 
process." 

"I  love  my  field,  but  I don't  try  to  kid  myself,"  says  Dr. 
Gardner.  "Only  about  15%  of  my  students  will  remember  all 
the  material  in  my  courses.  But,  the  majority  will  remember 
the  way  they  learned  to  deal  with  problems  through  those 
courses." 

"We  can't  teach  values,"  says  Dr.  Agnew.  "What  we  as 
teachers  can  do  is  incorporate  through  example  our  convic- 
tion that  there  are  certain  values  that  are  important  to  us  as 
human  beings  — a sense  of  human  finiteness,  integrity,  flexi- 
bility, generosity  of  spirit— and  demonstrate  a kind  of  com- 
mitment to  the  joy  of  living."  I I 


Students  grade  the  faculty 

"Most  of  my  teachers  gave  me  their  home  phone  numbers 
so  I could  call  if  I needed  to.  They  are  geared  to  the  special 
needs  of  women  and  to  areas  of  particular  interest  to 
women.  I think  I've  had  a very  good  education  so  far." 

(a  freshman) 

"Pine  Manor  has  been  good  preparation  for  me.  The  Col- 
lege requires  a lot  of  work,  so  I think  I will  be  ready  to  han- 
dle any  other  school."  (a  senior) 

"My  English  teacher  offeree!  to  read  my  papers  for  other 
courses  and  to  help  me  with  my  writing.  Other  instructors 
have  given  me  the  same  kind  of  personal  attention. " 

(a  freshman) 

"None  of  my  teachers  has  had  any  real  effect  on  me.  I went 
to  my  advisor  and  asked  her  what  1 should  take  and  she  just 
kind  of  said  1 should  take  what  1 wanted  to."  (a  freshman) 

"If  you're  slacking  off,  a teacher  will  ask  what's  wrong. 
There's  a personal  aspect  to  education  here.  My  education 
here  has  been  very  good.  College  is  what  you  put  into  it  — in 
terms  of  yourself  and  your  time."  (a  senior) 

"I've  been  pretty  unmotivated  here,  but  that  is  my  fault. 

The  faculty  have  really  tried  to  get  me  to  apply  myself." 

(a  freshman) 

"There  is  a good  relationship  between  students  and  faculty. 
Many  try  to  help  students  develop  their  strengths  and  abili- 
ties as  women.  Of  course,  a lot  depends  on  what  your  atti- 
tude is  and  if  you  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  you 
are  offered."  (a  senior) 

"Teachers  here  are  interested  in  developing  students  as 
people  rather  than  just  throwing  out  facts  in  class." 

(a  freshman) 

"Pine  Manor  is  the  type  of  school  where  if  you  want  a good 
education  it's  available.  There  are  some  really  outstanding 
professors.  My  art  history  class  really  influenced  me.  When 
a teacher  is  that  enthusiastic,  his  attitude  rubs  off  and  makes 
you  excited,  too."  (a  senior) 

"Teachers  here  don't  spoon  feed  us.  You  really  do  have  to 
work  hard  here.  My  education  has  been  excellent  and  I feel 
prepared  to  go  on  in  many  ways  — in  self-confidence,  good 
grades,  ability  to  write  and  to  study,  and  to  contribute  to  a 
class."  (a  senior) 
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Commencement  1977: 


t 1 hen  I left  Pine  Manor  I could 
see  only  two  choices  — get  married 
then  or  finish  college  and  then  get 
married.  But  that  was  back  in  the  fif- 
ties and  things  were  vastly  different. 
You,  the  class  of  1977,  have  more 
choices  than  my  generation  ever  did," 
said  alumnae  trustee  Anne  Coggins 
DeBorde  '51,  speaker  at  the  May  15 
senior  convocation. 

Increased  opportunities  for 
choice  — and  how  to  take  advantage  of 
these  opportunities  — were  the 
themes  of  both  Mrs.  DeBorde's 
remarks  and  the  address  given  by 
Catherine  B.  Cleary,  chairman  of  the 
board  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  First  Wisconsin  Trust  Company,  at 
Pine  Manor's  66th  commencement  on 
Monday,  May  16.  Graduation  festivi- 
ties this  year  had  a special  flavor  as 
current  seniors  were  joined  by  past 
students  attending  the  first  alumnae 
weekend  ever  held  in  conjunction 
with  commencement  weekend. 

"Anyone  who  has  ever  given  a com- 
mencement speech  knows  it's  hard 
not  to  drop  into  cliches,  since  cliches 
are  so  appropriate,"  said  Miss  Cleary. 


However,  both  she  and  Mrs.  DeBorde 
were  able  to  give  new  meaning  to 
familiar  words  by  speaking  from  their 
own  experiences  as  women  who  have 
been  successful  in  many  spheres. 

In  addition  to  heading  the  First 
Wisconsin  Trust  Company,  Miss 
Cleary  is  on  the  boards  of  directors  of 
Kraft,  American  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph, and  General  Motors,  and  has 
been  active  in  many  charitable,  civic, 
and  political  organizations.  Mrs. 
DeBorde,  the  mother  of  five  children, 
including  Elizabeth  '77,  is  a director  of 
the  Shepherd  Spinal  Center  and  Cog- 
gins Industries  and  is  a trustee  for  the 
Coggins  Welfare  Foundation. 

"For  young  women  today,  there 
really  are  many  exciting  opportuni- 
ties," said  Miss  Cleary.  "There  are 
opportunities  for  you  to  participate  in 
shaping  the  changes  that  are  taking 
place  in  our  society  and  opportunities 
for  you  to  make  the  kind  of  life  you 
want  for  yourselves  and  the  people 
you  love." 


Both  women  reminded  their  audi- 
ences of  the  validity  of  contributions 
in  a variety  of  areas,  including  the 
home  and  volunteer  work,  while  also 
citing  statistics  which  indicate  that 
paid  employment  will  be  part  of  the 
lives  of  most  young  women  in  the 
future. 

Planning  ahead  should  be  the 
watchword  for  women  today,  said 
Mrs.  DeBorde:  "Success  is  not  an 
overnight  phenomenon.  Plan  your 
education  around  your  future  career. 
Take  advantage  of  your  education  and 
make  it  pay  off.  For  years,  men  have 
been  doing  this." 

Miss  Cleary  pointed  out  that  the 
wide  range  of  options  now  available 
to  women  means  that  they  will  have 
to  make  choices  — sometimes  hard 
choices. 

"The  economists  say  there's  no  such 
thing  as  a free  lunch,"  she  said,  "and 
that's  true  in  life,too.  You  have  to  face 
the  fact  that  you're  going  to  have  to 
make  choices  about  where  to  put  your 
abilities  and  energies.  Everything  has 
a price.  Your  life  is  going  to  be  more 
challenging  and,  perhaps,  more  diffi- 
cult because  of  this." 
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choice  and  challenge 


"I  would  urge  all  of  you  to  set  high 
standards  for  yourself,  to  challenge 
yourself,"  she  concluded.  "Recently 
someone  sent  me  a book  written  by  a 
Wisconsin  woman  in  1908.  In  it,  she 
talked  about  something  from  New 
England  that  appealed  to  me  very 
much.  It  is  a very  simple  epitaph  on  a 
tombstone:  'She  hath  done  what  she 
couldn't.'  This  is  an  epitaph  that  I 
would  like  to  think  someday  I will 
have  earned  and  I hope  perhaps 
many  of  you  will  have,  too." 

In  the  class  of  1977  were  many  good 
examples  of  young  women  who  had 
set  their  sights  high  and  achieved 
their  goals.  Convocation  and  com- 
mencement were  occasions  to  honor 
some  of  these  students. 

In  recognition  of  significant  contri- 
butions to  the  life  and  spirit  of  the 
College,  four  seniors  received  Deans' 
Awards  at  convocation:  Le  Thi 
Duong,  Page  Lockhart,  Kate 
Maclnnis,  and  Georgia  Dee  White. 


At  commencement,  24  students 
graduated  with  honors,  requiring  a 
cumulative  grade  point  average  of  3.0, 
and  20  received  high  honors,  requir- 
ing an  average  of  3.4.  Among  these 
seniors  were  Beatrice  Kaplan,  Yong 
Sook  Min,  Suzanne  Nagle,  and 
Nancy  Skeens,  the  four  women 
receiving  the  associate  in  arts  degree 
through  Pine  Manor's  continuing 
education  program,  the  Open  Col- 
lege, and  Sharon  Otten,  the  first  stu- 
dent to  receive  an  associate  in  science 
degree  (major  in  nursing)  through  the 
College's  collaborative  program  with 
the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing. 

Sarah  Hewitt  received  the  Marie 
Warren  Potter  Award  for  having  the 
highest  academic  standing  in  her 
class,  as  well  as  the  Pauline  Tompkins 
Award  in  political  science. 

Karen  Hale  was  awarded  the  Presi- 
dent's Cup  in  recognition  of  outstand- 
ing citizenship,  academic  achieve- 
ment and  college  spirit.  She  also 
received  the  departmental  prize  in 
biological  and  physical  science. 

For  achievement  in  athletics,  Eliza- 
beth Furse  received  the  Henry  K. 


White  Award,  named  in  honor  of  the 
late  Mr.  White,  a former  trustee  and 
father  of  Judith  White  Gray  '60. 

Other  seniors  honored  were  Macon 
Asbury  (the  Ruth  Woodman  Russell 
Award  in  history),  Hillary  Converse 
Bailey  (the  Dorothy  McGuire  Acting 
Award),  Le  Thi  Duong  (biological  and 
physical  science),  Patricia  Empain 
(theatre),  Elizabeth  Merchant  and 
Dana  Murphy  (Constance  Grosvenor 
Alexander  Award  in  English),  Karen 
Kirsten  Schroder  (Amy  Evelyn  Stew- 
art Award  in  French),  and  Pamela 
Snyder  (behavioral  science).

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"Pine  Manor  belongs  to  me"

When  my  father  had  to  leave  government  office  in  Korea 
in  1960  and  failed  in  business,  my  life  was  not  easy.  After 
middle  school  (9th  grade  in  American  school  systems),  my 
education  was  cut  off.  Sometimes  frustration,  desperation, 
and  desolation  swept  over  me,  but  a strong  desire  for  educa- 
tion and  to  come  to  America,  the  land  of  opportunity, 
always  kept  me  going. 

I taught  myself  and  passed  my  high  school  qualifying 
examination.  In  order  to  learn  English  and  to  meet  an  Amer- 
ican who  would  bring  me  to  the  States,  I went  to  various 
churches  which  Westerners  attended.  I lived  in  hope. 

I left  Korea  in  August,  1969,  to  study  in  the  United  States. 
After  living  in  Hawaii  for  a year  with  an  American  family, 

I came  to  Boston  in  November,  1970:  the  beginning  of  the 
naked,  gray,  and  cold  winter.  I earned  the  Christian  Science 
Nursing  Certification  in  Boston.  Being  economically  inde- 
pendent, I was  ready  to  pursue  goals  which  I had  long 
craved:  college  education  and  freedom  from  other  people's 
plans  for  me. 

After  enrolling  at  Pine  Manor  three  years  ago,  I was 
uncomfortable  with  the  new  ideas  I encountered.  The  other 
students  seemed  to  me  responsible,  able  to  make  their  own 
decisions,  and  independent.  I was  leading  a life  defined  by 
customs,  by  other  people's  opinions.  Being  lost  and  utterly 
alone  in  this  new  atmosphere,  I went  to  see  my  instructors 
frequently.  We  talked  not  only  of  class  materials,  but  also  of 
the  various  issues  which  come  up  in  college  and  in  Ameri- 
can society.  The  discussions  stimulated  me,  and  I was 
beginning  to  feel  that  I was  "a  college  student." 

I gained  self-confidence.  I found  that  small  classes  per- 
sonalize education  in  a helpful  way.  I also  learned  to  open 
my  thoughts  to  unaccustomed  ideas  and  to  love  to  be  chal- 
lenged. Most  classes  have  enabled  me  to  perceive,  to  under- 
stand, to  think  for  myself.  A particular  course,  'Philosophy 
and  Contemporary  Issues,"  encouraged  me  to  learn  how  to 
think  independently.  I remember  one  class  in  which  we 
were  discussing  abortion.  I believed  that  abortion  was 
wrong,  that  it  was  an  attempt  to  erase  the  result  of  an 
unmarried  young  woman's  indulgence  in  irresponsible  plea- 
sure: manslaughter! 

Was  I right?  Was  the  issue  of  abortion  more  complex  than 
I had  realized?  Were  my  definitions  of  "abortion"  gifts  from 
custom? 

As  I let  myself  be  challenged  in  college,  I gained  respect 
and  found  friendship;  I was  even  helped  with  personal  diffi- 
culties. Once  I lived  in  Kenmore  Square  while  taking  three 
courses  at  Pine  Manor.  During  the  semester,  I had  to  be  on 
night  duty  for  five  weeks.  I was  worried  about  my  school- 
work,  about  getting  proper  rest,  about  my  job.  Understand- 
ing my  problem,  the  College  provided  me  with  a room  in 


the  infirmary  during  my  night  shift,  without  charge.  I treas- 
ure the  memory  of  my  stay  in  the  infirmary:  birds'  song, 
morning  dew,  quietness,  soft  talk  outside  of  the  room,  dusk 
in  the  woods,  and  my  feeling  of  being  well  taken  care  of. 

The  school's  concerns  for  me  also  helped  me  to  deal  with 
my  emotional  anxieties.  When  I was  homesick,  lonely,  or 
depressed,  I put  on  a coat  and  walked  and  walked  and 
walked.  Stars,  moon,  deserted  highway,  fallen  leaves, 
snowflakes  and  the  occasional  sound  of  a mournful  airplane 
engine  consoled  me  and  raised  me  from  my  sadness.  Then 
I would  write  a long,  soft  letter  to  my  family  and  return  to 
my  study.  I felt  I was  obligated  to  the  College  and  to  myself 
to  use  my  time  wisely,  to  be  courageous  and  strong. 

Pine  Manor's  expectations  of  me  and  my  need  to  survive 
in  this  country  changed  my  conception  of  a woman's  role. 
Before  I became  a student,  I used  to  think  that  a woman's 
role  was  to  be  a mother  and  wife.  Now  I am  busy  discover- 
ing my  role  as  an  individual. 

I cherish  many  different  moments.  I love  to  be  alone, 
enriching  my  world,  creating  my  love  of  living.  For  some 
years,  my  family  has  been  anxious  about  my  marriage.  They 
warn  me  of  my  "getting  old."  They  try  to  remind  me  that  a 
woman's  ultimate  happiness  is  to  have  a family.  Is  it? 

I uncovered  Joy  through  the  pursuing  and  awakening  that 
education  gives.  I learned  that  I will  always  be  learning  and 
growing,  will  be  always  excited  with  new  thoughts,  with 
inspirations.  1 do  not  object  to  marriage,  but  my  college  edu- 
cation has  taught  me  to  find,  to  appreciate,  and  to  cherish 
my  individuality,  my  autonomy,  and  my  own  kingdom. 

Thanks  to  Pine  Manor,  who  first  loved  me;  therefore 
I love  now.  I realize  that  Pine  Manor  belongs  to  me  now  and 
ever,  and  I am  blessed.  EH

Basic  mathematics: 

much  more  than  rules  and  calculations

"I've  always  intended  to  go  into 
retailing,  yet  it  requires  some  math 
and  I dreaded  it." 

"I  was  petrified  of  math,  but  am 
going  to  major  in  science.  1 needed 
review,  encouragement,  and 
support." 

(All  quotes  in  this  article  are  comments  by  stu- 
dents in  MA  100Z  "Essential  Algebra.") 

It  is  news  to  no  one  that  in  recent 
years  we  have  become  more  aware 
of  the  influence  of  math  and  science 
on  our  daily  lives.  We  try  to  follow  the 
technological  advances  that  are 
reported  daily  in  the  news;  we 
attempt  to  decipher  the  statistics 
regarding  Gallup  polls,  carcinogenic 
food  additives,  and  the  ever-rising 
cost  of  living.  We  would  appreciate 
the  chance  to  corroborate  a carpet 
salesman's  figures  before  we  sign  his 
sales  contract;  we  would  like  to  feel 
more  confident  as  we  confront  a 
department  store's  menacing  com- 
puter when  disputing  a bill. 

Yet  how  many  of  us  consider  high 
school  math  courses  to  be  at  all  "rele- 
vant”? Certainly,  the  pocket  calcula- 
tors that  are  so  abundantly  available 


make  many  of  our  mathematical  tasks 
far  simpler.  It  seems  impossible  to 
believe  that  we  could  ever  have 
attempted  to  fill  out  a Form  1040  with- 
out a fully-charged  calculator  at  our 
fingertips.  However,  is  a calculator 
any  help  at  all  when  there  is  no  basic 
understanding  of  what  a fraction  rep- 
resents or  how  a percentage  is 
figured? 

The  liberal  arts  curriculum  at  Pine 
Manor  introduces  many  students  to 
fields  of  study  that  they  have  never 
before  encountered.  More  and  more 
women  in  college  are  finding  them- 
selves fascinated  by  psychology,  eco- 
nomics, sociology,  and  microbiology. 
However,  many  of  these  students  are 
very  apprehensive  about  choosing 
such  majors  because  they  feel  mathe- 
matically unprepared.  Chemistry  may 
be  interesting  until  it  is  necessary  to 
figure  the  percent  composition  of  ele- 
ments in  a compound.  Potential  psy- 
chology majors  blanch  at  the  sight  of  a 
graph  or  the  thought  of  a required  sta- 
tistics course. 


This  situation  is  not  peculiar  to  Pine 
Manor.  Many  colleges  today  are  try- 
ing to  deal  with  the  inadequate  math- 
ematical preparation  of  entering  stu- 
dents, and  textbook  publishers  are 
flooding  the  market  with  titles  like 
"Basic  Algebra  for  the  College  Stu- 
dent." This  problem  does  seem  to  be 
more  prevalent  among  women  stu- 
dents than  among  men,  however. 
Girls,  particularly  in  high  school,  are 
often  discouraged  from  pursuing 
mathematical  interests  by  parents, 
teachers,  or  friends.  Success  in  math 
and  science  has  been  deemed  "un- 
feminine"; failing  math  is  somehow 
more  acceptable  than  failing  English. 
Many  high  schools  require  only  two 
years  of  math,  so  it  is  not  surprising 
that  students  enter  college  with  their 
algebra  rusty  and  their  confidence 
weak. 

Experimenting  with  a new  course 

Until  the  second  semester  of  this 
year,  the  most  basic  math  course  at 
Pine  Manor  was  MA  100,  "Elementary' 
Functions,"  which  dealt  with  the 
investigation  of  algebraic,  logarithmic,

exponential,  and  trigonometric  func- 
tions. On  the  first  day  of  this  course, 
students  took  a brief  placement  quiz 
which  was  designed  to  identify  those 
enrolled  in  the  course  who  were 
already  proficient  in  algebra  and 
could  be  placed  in  a more  advanced 
course  instead.  This  quiz  also  had  the 
opposite  result  of  discovering  those 
students  who  were  too  unskilled  in 
algebra  to  be  properly  prepared  for 
this,  our  most  elementary  course. 
Because  there  was  nowhere  else  to 
direct  them,  such  students  often 
entered  the  course  anyway.  We  would 
meet  for  additional,  informal  algebra 
review  sessions,  but  in  spite  of  this, 
the  class  was  usually  too  heterogen- 
eous; the  poorly- prepared  students 
became  frustrated,  and  the  very  well- 
prepared  students  felt  thwarted. 

This  semester  we  experimented 
with  a new  course,  MA  100Z,  "Essen- 
tial Algebra,"  designed  to  meet  the 
need  for  a basic  math  course.  "Essen- 
tial Algebra"  requires  only  the  barest 
mathematical  background.  Although 
the  students  enrolled  have  had  at  least 
one  year  of  algebra,  it  is  assumed  that 
most  of  the  material  has  been  forgot- 
ten, or  was  never  learned  in  the  first 
place.  We  do  not  believe  that  these

students  are  incapable  of  learning 
algebra  or  do  not  have  "math  minds" 
— even  if  they  have  been  convinced 
otherwise: 

"l  chose  this  course  because  I've 
always  had  trouble  in  math  and  I 
wanted  to  see  if  l could  conquer  it, 
once  and  for  all.  . . . I hated  math 
with  a mad  passion!  I hated  all 
those  stupid  numbers,  rules,  and 
equations.  I could  never  get  the 
hang  of  it  and  it  frustrated  me  no 
end." 

Positives  and  negatives 

The  course  began  with  a brief  but 
thorough  review  of  the  four  basic 
arithmetic  operations  — addition,  sub- 
traction, multiplication,  and  division. 
The  class  dealt  first  with  positive, 
whole  numbers  and  then  progressed 
to  negative  numbers.  Once  students 
felt  secure  enough,  they  were  ready 
to  apply  exactly  the  same  principles  to 
operations  with  fractions,  which  had 
traditionally  been  a stumbling  block. 

As  students  gained  confidence  in 
working  with  numbers,  they  began 
dealing  with  unknowns  represented 
by  the  classic  letters  X and  Y.  For  those 
who  had  always  been  confused  about 
how  they  could  possibly  add  or  sub- 
tract "letters,"  we  emphasized  that 
letters  in  algebra  simply  stand  for 


numbers  and  should  be  treated  no 
differently.  We  repeated  the  same 
sequence  of  basic  mathematical  opera- 
tions with  letters  and  used  numbers 
for  illustrative  purposes.  For  example, 
students  often  make  the  mistake  of 
trying  to  "cancel"  the  2's  in  a fraction 

such  as^ — t-  After  a formal  discus- 
Y+2 

sion  of  the  mathematical  reasons 
which  preclude  this  cancellation,  we 
turned  to  a more  familiar  example: 

Can  you  cancel  the  2's  in  the  fraction 

Does  Clearly  not.  If  you 

can't  do  it  with  numbers,  you  can't  do 
it  with  letters,  either.  If  a student  feels 
unsure  about  whether  the  expression 
"2XY"  means  that  you  must  multiply 
2 times  X and  also  2 times  Y,  she  is 
urged  to  consider  what  she  would  do 
with  2 x 3 x 4,  a problem  which  rarely 
poses  difficulty,  and  to  then  apply  the 
same  thinking  to  the  more  abstract 
problem. 

Once  a student  realizes  that  she  can 
rely  on  her  previous  experiences,  she 
has  learned  a concept  that  she  will 
always  feel  prepared  to  apply.  Mathe- 
maticians call  this  technique  "reduc- 
ing to  the  previous  case." 
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The  last  formal  topic  covered  was 
graphing,  considering  points  and 
lines  only.  Most  students  enjoy  this 
visual  means  of  dealing  with  equa- 
tions, which  gives  them  a basic  under- 
standing of  the  graphs  they  may 
encounter  in  other  courses,  as  well  as 
in  magazines  and  newspapers. 

The  students  themselves  decided 
the  topics  for  the  last  week  of  class. 
They  knew  best  what  mathematical 
areas  would  be  useful:  decimals,  sci- 
entific notation,  and  metric  conver- 
sion were  all  suggested.  They  discov- 
ered for  themselves  that  math  need 
not  be  the  dry,  "irrelevant"  course 
they  once  thought  it  was: 

"1  did  not  like  math  because  I did 
not  understand  the  problems  I zvas 
working.  I knew  how  to  do  them 
but  did  not  understand  exactly 
what  1 was  doing.  ...Iam  enjoy- 
ing math  more  now  because  every- 
thing  is  beginning  to  fit  into  a pat- 
tern. . . . I had  not  planned  on 
taking  any  more  math  courses 
before  but  now  I would  like  to  go 
further  into  math.'' 

Confidence  precedes  elegance 

At  the  beginning  of  the  semester, 
there  was  no  rigid  plan  for  how  many 
textbook  chapters  would  be  covered 
beyond  the  basic  algebraic  operations. 
The  course  was  designed  to  allow  the 
class  to  set  its  own  pace  without  being 
pressured  and  threatened  by  a time- 
table. A math  course  can  offer  much 
more  than  actual  rules  and  calcula- 
tions. In  "Essential  Algebra"  it  was  of 
greatest  importance  for  students  to 
gain  confidence  and  become  comfort- 
able with  numbers.  In  the  future, 
when  they  discover  a need  to  review  a 
technique  they  have  studied  or  to 
explore  a new  chapter  that  the  course 
did  not  reach,  we  hope  they  will  feel 
competent  and  well  prepared  to  pro- 
ceed independently. 

There  are  several  ways  this  confi- 
dence was  instilled.  Because  students 
in  the  course  came  from  different 
backgrounds  where  a variety  of  tech- 
niques had  been  taught,  any  mathe- 
matically legitimate  method  of  prob- 
lem-solving was  considered  correct. 


Often  a problem  could  be  approached 
in  several  ways,  and  whichever 
method  the  student  recognized  first 
and  felt  most  comfortable  using  was 
the  proper  method  for  her  to  employ. 
Some  students  were  able  to  perform  a 
large  number  of  the  operations  men- 
tally, and  this  facility  was  certainly 
encouraged,  but  not  expected.  Stu- 
dents who  felt  the  need  to  write  out 
each  individual  step  in  complete  detail 
were  not  discouraged,  if  it  helped 
them  to  follow  the  reasoning  behind 
each  procedure. 

For  example,  what  is  the  "correct" 
way  to  solve  the  equation 
6X  +2  =8X  —4?  You  may  gather  all 
the  X-terms  on  the  right-hand  side  of 
the  equal  sign  and  all  the  constant 
(number)  terms  on  the  left,  or  vice- 
versa.  Or,  perhaps  you  can  see  imme- 
diately that  the  entire  equation  can  be 
divided  by  2 at  first,  to  simplify  the 
subsequent  steps.  None  of  these 
approaches  is  preferred;  any  method 
that  yields  the  answer  X =3  is  the 
proper  way  for  you  to  proceed.  Basic 
confidence  must  precede  mathemati- 
cal elegance. 

Speed  was  not  at  all  essential.  Any 
student  who  was  not  entirely  sure  of 
herself  was  urged  to  do  all  of  her  work 
on  paper.  That  way,  we  could  pin- 
point exactly  where  her  method  had 
broken  down. 

To  gain  personal  satisfaction,  it  was 
important  that  a student  find  out 
immediately  when  she  had  mastered 
a new  technique.  As  a rule,  only  those 
problems  which  had  solutions  printed 
in  the  textbook's  appendix  were 
assigned.  In  this  way  each  student 
could  monitor  her  own  progress. 

Once  she  was  sure  that  her  first 
answers  were  correct,  she  felt  less 
trepidation  about  attempting  the  later, 
more  complex  problems  in  the 
assignment. 

For  this  purpose,  we  also  experi- 
mented with  weekly  ten-minute 
quizzes  on  the  material  most  recently 
covered.  These  quizzes  enabled  a stu- 
dent to  practice  new  techniques  with- 
out the  aid  of  her  textbook  before  the 
specter  of  an  hour  examination 
loomed.  They  provided  her  with 
immediate  feedback  on  her  progress 
because  most  quizzes  were  graded 
and  returned  within  the  class  period. 


Word  problems  and  relevance 

Once  a mathematical  technique  was 
mastered,  we  proceeded  to  its  "real- 
life"  applications,  which  led  inevitably 
to  that  bane  of  every  math  student's 
existence,  The  Word  Problem.  Word 
problems  teach  important  techniques: 
extracting  only  the  pertinent  facts 
from  a paragraph,  analyzing  those 
facts  logically,  and  presenting  the 
required  answer  clearly,  to  name  a 
few.  Unfortunately,  many  textbook 
problems  deal  with  far-fetched  and 
uninteresting  situations.  Do  we  really 
care  how  long  it  would  take  John-Boy 
and  Jim- Bob  to  paint  the  barn  if  they 
work  together?  We  kept  word  prob- 
lems to  a minimum  but  could  not 
avoid  them  entirely. 

The  following  question  was 
included  on  a placement  test:  "In  a 
recent  poll,  Jimmy  Carter  was  leading 
Gerald  Ford  by  twenty  percentage 
points.  On  this  basis,  what  would  you 
expect  the  final  outcome  of  the  elec- 
tion to  be?"  The  incorrect  answers 
included  80%  for  Carter  and  20%  for 
Ford  and  120%  for  Carter  and  100% 
for  Ford. 

Yet  this  was  no  far-fetched,  irrele- 
vant word  problem;  it  was  taken 
directly  from  a newspaper  headline. 
The  correct  solution  of  similar  prob- 
lems illustrates  the  aim  of  "Essential 
Algebra":  to  equip  students  to  deal 
intelligently  and  confidently  with 
everyday  mathematical  situations.  [HI

An  important  new  educational 
enterprise  — the  American  Institute  of 
Textile  Arts  — has  been  established  at 
Pine  Manor  for  the  purpose  of  foster- 
ing the  development  of  the  textile  arts 
in  America. 

"We  are  very  pleased  to  be  the 
sponsor  of  the  Institute,"  says  Presi- 
dent Rosemary  Ashby.  "The  College 
recognizes  that  the  textile  arts  in  their 
richness  and  variety  are  an  important 
part  of  America's  heritage.  As  the  aca- 
demic center  for  the  Institute,  Pine 
Manor  hopes  to  provide  a permanent 
home  for  the  textile  arts  today." 

The  American  Institute  of  Textile 
Arts  (AITA)  will  offer  an  innovative 
curriculum,  including  programs  for 
teacher  certification  and  professional 
improvement  certification  in  specific 
textile  arts,  to  persons  across  the 
country  through  individualized  corre- 
spondence study  and/or  on-campus 
instruction.  In  addition,  ten-week  on- 
campus  workshops  will  be  given  in 
such  areas  as  canvaswork  and  surface 
stitchery,  beginning  in  September 

1977.  A national  assembly  offering 
several  days  of  in-depth  instruction  in 
the  textile  arts  is  planned  for  May 

1978. 

"There  is  a growing  interest  in  the 
decorative  arts,  and  particularly  the 
textile  arts,  in  the  United  States,"  says 
Dr.  Rodman  R.  Henry,  art  history 
instructor.  "By  sponsoring  the  AITA, 
Pine  Manor  will  gain  an  additional 
national  dimension." 

The  founder  and  first  director  of  the 
Institute  is  Mildred  J.  Davis  of 
Chestnut  Hill,  MA.

The  Institute  held  its  first  special 
event  on  April  17,  when  Margaret 
Swain,  noted  textile  authority  from 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  gave  a talk  on 
the  needlework  of  Mary,  Queen  of 
Scots,  the  subject  of  her  most  recent 
book.

Funds  and  phones 

The  contributions  of  alumnae, 
parents,  and  other  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege have  boosted  the  Annual  Fund  to 
$131,429  as  of  May  13,  1977,  only 
$28,571  from  the  goal  of  $160,000  by 
June  30, 1977  Alumnae  have  contrib- 


uted $79,690  (including  trustees  who 
are  alumnae),  parents  gave  $43,196, 
and  other  friends  donated  $8,543.  Par- 
ticularly encouraging  is  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  donors  to  this  year's 
fund  — there  are  1904  contributors  so 
far,  which  is  227  more  than  at  this  time 
last  year. 

The  sixth  annual  Phonothon  again

Jane  Henkels'  retirement  will  not 
mean  the  end  of  her  association  with 
Pine  Manor,  however.  She  will  be 
retained  as  a part-time  consultant  by 
the  College,  and  in  this  Pine  Manor  is 
most  fortunate.

"The  winners  of  these  awards 
exemplify  the  high  standards  of  aca- 
demic and  personal  excellence  to 
which  Pine  Manor  has  always  been 
committed,"  said  American  studies 
instructor  Virginia  Darney,  chair- 
woman of  the  Brookline  Scholarship 
Committee.  "We  expect  that  they  will 
be  valuable  additions  to  the  student 
body  in  September." 

Sheila  Harrington  is  active  in  high 
school  sports,  including  field  hockey, 
golf,  and  cheerleading.

How  to  succeed  in 
business 

Last  September  a program  in  man- 
agement began  at  Pine  Manor  with 
the  philosophy  that  the  skills  needed 
in  business  are  closely  linked  to  the 
liberal  arts.  Now,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  reaction  to  the  program  indicates 
it  has  been  a clear  success. 


Very  pleased  with  the  program  are 
its  most  essential  component  — 
students.  Freshman  Mary  Durham 
says,  "I  love  my  accounting  course.  I 
think  you  need  to  have  courses  about 
the  present  world  as  well  as  Plato. 
That's  what  the  liberal  arts  are  about  — 
a well-rounded  education." 

Senior  Diane  Taylor  is  considering  a 
major  in  accounting  when  she 
transfers  next  fall.  "The  program  in 
management  offers  an  alternative  for 
students,"  she  says.  "It  gives  them 
another  opportunity  to  explore  new 
interests.  My  course  helped  me 
decide  to  go  on  in  business." 

A year-long  accounting  course  and 
two  management  courses,  "Types  of 
Organizations"  and  "Business  Struc- 
tures," were  offered  this  year.  All  were 
popular  and  "Business  Structures" 
was  more  than  fully  enrolled  with  41 
students.  "Student  response  has  been 
sufficient  to  justify  a modest  expan- 
sion of  the  program  to  meet  demand," 
says  Academic  Dean  Dr.  Burnham 
Carter,  Jr. 

"The  first  course,  now  re-named 
'Business  Systems,'  will  be  offered  in 
both  the  fall  and  spring  next  year  so 
that  more  students  will  be  able  to  take 
this  basic  management  course.  To 
supplement  the  program,  at  least 
three  new  economics  courses  will  be 
added  in  the  fall,  as  a result  of  the 
decision  to  appoint  Pine  Manor's  first 
full-time  economist." 

Over  10%  of  the  students  accepted 
for  admission  for  the  fall  of  1977  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  management 
courses  at  Pine  Manor,  according  to 
Director  of  Admissions  C.  Richard 
Plank.  "I  think  this  indicates  that 
there  is  a real  need  for  this  kind  of 
program,"  he  says. 

Christine  Collins  '70  now  owns  and 
operates  a clothing  store  in  Hingham, 
MA.  "Had  I been  able  to  take  courses 
in  management  at  Pine  Manor,"  she 
says,  "I  could  have  saved  myself  five 
years  of  trial  and  error!  I would  have

taken  a lot  less  time  to  accomplish 
what  I have  with  my  store." 

Students  interested  in  management 
are  encouraged  to  take  a range  of  lib- 
eral arts  courses,  from  statistics  to 
"Ethical  Issues."  The  College  intern- 
ship program  offers  pre-professional 
business  and  administrative  experi- 
ence at  many  Boston  area  organiza- 
tions including  Brentano's  Bookstore, 
Chestnut  Hill  Travel,  Filene's  Depart- 
ment Store,  the  Department  of  the 
State  Auditor,  and  the  New  England 
Aquarium,  as  well  as  legal  firms  and 
insurance  offices. 

For  1978-79,  the  College  plans  to 
lease  a computer  terminal  connected 
to  the  Babson  College  consortium  in 
order  to  be  able  to  offer  a course  in 
computer  usage  for  both  management 
and  human  studies. 

Arthur  Gagne,  management 
instructor  and  consultant  for  the  pro- 
gram, says,  "The  program  in  manage- 
ment should  be  one  facet  of  the 
overall  education  a student  gets  at 
Pine  Manor.  We  can  offer  courses  that 
give  a basic  understanding  of  the 
business  world.  Each  student  can 
then  decide  whether  that  world 
excites  her  enough  to  pursue  as  a 
career." 

Explains  accounting  instructor  Dr. 
Robert  Krueger,  "I  believe  it  is  impor- 
tant for  students  to  realize  that  a lib- 
eral arts  background  is  incredibly  rele- 
vant in  the  business  world.  I make  it  a 
point  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
the  liberal  arts  in  my  class."

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Making  it  in  the 
working  world 

Young  women  at  Pine  Manor  had 
the  opportunity  to  get  a male  perspec- 
tive on  the  working  world  at  a special 
career  exploration  evening  which 
brought  together  current  students 
and  Pine  Manor  fathers  who  are  lead- 
ers in  the  business  world. 

The  initial  idea  for  the  April  11  dis- 
cussion, sponsored  by  the  office  of 
career  and  educational  services,  had 
come  from  fathers  attending  the  panel 
discussion  presented  at  Fathers' 
Weekend  in  February  1977 

Participants  in  the  career  evening 
were  Brian  D.  Forrow,  vice  president 
and  general  counsel  of  Allied  Chemi- 
cal Corporation;  Ernest  Moncrieff, 
vice  president,  Bowne  & Company; 
Donald  Saunders,  president  of 
Saunders  & Associates,  Realtors;  Irv- 
ing Sherman,  vice  president  of 
administration,  Action  Industries; 
and  Widgery  Thomas,  chairman  of 
the  board.  Canal  National  Bank.  All 
are  fathers  of  current  Pine  Manor 
freshmen. 

As  each  father  gave  a thumbnail 
sketch  of  the  education  and  experi- 
ence that  led  to  his  present  position, 
it  became  apparent  that  a good  educa- 
tion, initiative,  and  flexibility  were 
common  denominators. 


All  the  fathers  had  a bachelor  of  arts 
or  bachelor  of  science  degree;  three 
had  advanced  degrees.  Career  plan- 
ning and  self-direction  had  played  a 
part  in  each  man's  success,  but  none 
of  those  on  the  panel  had  been  afraid 
to  modify  or  change  career  directions. 
Mr.  Forrow,  for  example,  had  planned 
originally  to  work  for  a law  firm  in 
California,  but  decided  to  take  advan- 
tage of  opportunities  on  the  East 
Coast  instead;  Mr.  Thomas  entered 
the  field  of  banking  after  nearly  10 
years  in  the  steel  manufacturing 
business. 

A candid  question  and  answer  ses- 
sion followed  the  introductory 
statements. 

Would  women  have  advanced  as 
far  in  the  business  world  as  they  now 
have  without  recent  equal  opportu- 
nity legislation?  asked  one  student. 
"Quite  frankly,  no,"  said  Mr.  Thomas. 
The  other  men  agreed  that  legislation 
has  improved  opportunities  for 
women  significantly. 

Resistance  to  hiring  and  promoting 
women  has  decreased,  according  to 
Mr.  Sherman,  although  women  may 
still  face  some  discrimination.  "In  this 
competitive  age,  a company  is  foolish 
not  to  utilize  its  resources  fully,"  he 
said.  Mr.  Forrow  agreed:  "We're  hiring 
people  today,  not  men  or  women." 

Students  had  many  questions  about 
the  best  path  from  classroom  to  career.

Mr.  Forrow  explained  that  more 
women  need  to  get  degrees  in  areas 
traditionally  dominated  by  men,  such 
as  the  natural  sciences,  before  they 
will  have  equal  access  to  professions 
in  these  fields.  However,  he  reaf- 
firmed the  value  of  a solid  grounding 
in  the  liberal  arts:  "Many  jobs  have 
more  than  one  appropriate  major.  We 
want  to  hire  people  who  can  write 
well,  express  themselves  well,  and 
have  self-confidence." 

The  presentation  by  the  fathers  was 
the  last  in  a series  of  career  explora- 
tion evenings  held  this  year.  At  four 
previous  discussions,  women  suc- 
cessful in  a variety  of  fields  — human 
services,  business,  the  arts,  and  the 
sciences  — had  talked  with  interested 
students  about  their  career  experi- 
ences. The  success  stories  told  by  Pine 
Manor  alumnae,  who  have  been 
active  participants  since  the  career 
evenings  were  organized  last  year, 
were  especially  encouraging  to  cur- 
rent students  at  the  College.  Attend- 
ing this  year's  career  evenings  were 
Joyce  Greenwald  '65,  a special  educa- 
tion teacher;  Wendy  Sargent  Ander- 
son '70,  a personal  counselor;  Lydia 
Woodward  '71,  an  advertising  account 
coordinator;  Donna  Marshall  Con- 
stantinople '67,  a marketing  analyst; 
Cynthia  Nabhan  Kerkorian  '70,  a 
stock  broker;  Christine  Collins  '70,  a 
clothing  store  owner,  and  Jan  War- 
rington '71,  a newspaper  editor. 

"The  career  exploration  panels  this 
year  have  been  an  excellent  way  for 
our  students  to  discover  more  about 
the  working  world.  Nine  out  of  10 
women  will  work  sometime  during 
their  lifetime,  whether  they  are  mar- 
ried, single,  divorced  or  widowed," 
said  Libby  Fennel,  coordinator  of 
career  and  educational  sendees.  'Pine 
Manor  students  need  to  know  this  and 
to  consider  their  career  directions 
along  with  course  and  academic  deci- 
sions. The  time  given  by  alumnae  and 
fathers  is  greatly  appreciated.  I hope 
we  can  continue  similar  programs 
next  year  drawing  on  the  rich 
resources  of  Pine  Manor  mothers,  as 
well  as  alumnae  and  fathers."

Interest  in  women's  sports  has 
increased  dramatically  in  recent  years. 
Names  such  as  Billie  Jean  King  and 
Olga  Korbut  have  taken  their  place 
beside  those  of  Joe  Namath  and 
Jimmy  Connors.  The  growth  of 
women's  athletics  isn't  limited  to  the 
national  and  international  levels, 
however. 

"The  greater  visibility  of  profes- 
sional women  athletes  has 
encouraged  the  interest  of  more  and 
more  high  school  and  college  students 
in  women's  sports,"  says  Pine  Manor 
Athletics  Director  Debbie  Harrison. 
"Girls  and  women  no  longer  feel  they 
have  to  apologize  for  an  interest  in 
sports.  This  year,  in  particular,  I've 
noticed  a very  enthusiastic  crop  of 
first  year  students  at  Pine  Manor,  and 
the  success  of  our  teams  reflects  this." 

Pine  Manor's  varsity  lacrosse,  field 
hockey,  and  tennis  teams  are  good 
enough  to  compete  regularly  against 
four-year  colleges,  as  well  as  two-year 
schools.  This  year,  Pine  Manor  had  an 
especially  good  season.  Highlighting 
the  spring  sports  scene  was  the  record 
of  Pine  Manor's  lacrosse  team,  which 
lost  only  two  games  and  defeated 
teams  from  such  schools  as  Boston 
College,  Boston  University  and  Tufts 
University. 

The  field  hockey  team  also  had  a 
winning  season,  and  the  tennis  team, 
significantly  stronger  than  teams  at 


neighboring  two-year  schools, 
boasted  excellent  players,  including 
senior  Mabel  Reid,  who  is  "one  of  the 
three  or  four  best  college  players  in 
the  area,"  according  to  tennis  coach 
Paul  Moses. 

"Varsity  sports  benefit  both  the 
players  and  the  College  by  building  a 
sense  of  school  spirit  and  self-pride," 
says  Ms.  Harrison.  She  coaches  the 
field  hockey  team  and  is  assisted  in 
coaching  the  lacrosse  team  by  Gil 
Leaf,  director  of  interns. 

"Winning  isn't  everything,"  says 
Ms.  Harrison,  "but  it's  great  for  our 
students  to  see  Pine  Manor  defeat  a 
team  from  a larger  school,  such  as 
Tufts.  This  reinforces  the  idea  that 
Pine  Manor  is  a first-rate  college 
which  our  students  can  be  proud  to 
attend." 

Betsy  Walton  '77,  captain  of  the  field 
hockey  team  and  one  of  the  three 
lacrosse  captains,  agreed:  "Now  that 
the  lacrosse  team  is  doing  so  well, 
we're  getting  much  more  support 
from  other  students.  More  spectators 
turn  out  to  watch  our  games,  and 
there's  a lot  more  school  spirit." 

In  addition  to  varsity  sports,  the 
physical  education  program  offers 
competition  in  archery  and  badmin- 
ton and  other  activities  ranging  from 
fencing  to  softball.  The  Recreation 
Association  organizes  informal  athlet- 
ics, such  as  ice  skating,  bicycling,  and 
faculty/student  sports. 


Athletics  do  more  than  teach  physi- 
cal skills.  "Sports  are  an  unusual 
learning  opportunity  because  they 
utilize  both  the  mind  and  the  body," 
says  Ms.  Harrison.  "Through  sports, 
students  learn  self-discipline,  self- 
confidence  and  a sense  of  personal 
assurance.  It's  particularly  important 
for  young  women  to  have  this  kind  of 
experience." 

Pine  Manor's  athletic  program 
emphasizes  sensitivity  as  well  as  com- 
petitiveness. "If  we're  beating  another 
team  badly,  we  don't  try  to  humiliate 
them,"  says  Ms.  Harrison.  "I  encour- 
age our  students  to  use  the  situation 
to  improve  skills  which  may  be  weak, 
rather  than  to  see  how  many  goals 
they  can  pile  up." 

Because  there  is  no  gymnasium. 
Pine  Manor  has  a limited  athletics 
program.  In  order  to  offer  swimming, 
basketball,  volleyball,  and  other 
indoor  sports,  off-campus  facilities 
must  be  used.  A committee  of  stu- 
dents, faculty,  and  trustees  is  now 
evaluating  the  need  for  an  indoor  ath- 
letic center  at  Pine  Manor. 

"Increased  physical  education  facil- 
ities would  be  an  asset  to  Pine 
Manor,"  says  committee  head  Debbie 
Harrison.  "Today  many  young 
women  consider  athletic  programs 
and  facilities  when  choosing  a college 
to  attend.  And,  many  colleges  to 
which  our  second  year  students 
transfer  are  looking  for  women  with 
athletic  ability."

A house  for  all  seasons 

After  25  years  of  energy  conservation 
research,  Pamela  Whitmarsh  Gores  '42, 
her  husband  Landis,  who  is  an  architect, 
and  their  physicist  friend,  Paul  Sturges, 
have  found  a revolutionary  solution  to  the 
energy  problem —a  fossil-fuel  free  home 
which  they  designed  and  have  nearly 
completed  building  with  a view  of  Long 
Island  Sound  in  Connecticut. 

Ms.  Gores  explains,  "Throughout  the 
process,  we  felt  very  strongly  that  our 
'House  For  All  Seasons'  should  inform 
people  about  some  of  the  many  ways  we 
can  live  without  fossil  fuel  and  the  fact 
that  this  can  be  accomplished  with  taste 
and  skill." 

For  heat  and  hot  water,  the  house  uses  a 
combination  of  solar  energy,  heat  stored  in 
tunnels  in  the  earth  (below  the  frost  line 
ground  temperature  remains  constant 
year  round)  and  fireplaces  which  utilize 
more  than  70%  of  the  radiated  heat. 

The  underground  tunnels  store  heat 
which  can  be  drawn  upon  as  needed.  The 
system  also  supplies  air  conditioning  and 
dehumidifying  for  the  summer  months. 

"We  find  this  a most  exciting  and  ever- 
changing  challenge,"  says  Ms.  Gores.  The 
house,  almost  finished  after  two  years  of 
work,  is  being  used  for  demonstration  and 
experimentation  purposes  until  it  is  sold. 

"We  have  built  it  as  tight  as  a ship.  The 
above-ground  section  has  10  inches  of 
high-efficiency  insulation  and  I have  per- 
sonally gone  over  the  entire  structure  fill- 
ing in  every  crack.  There  are  two  under- 
ground glass-roofed  greenhouse 
courtyards  that  provide  additional  warmth 
as  well  as  the  beautiful  sight  of  living 
greenery." 

Ms.  Gores  explains  her  role  in  the  proj- 
ect: "It  was  my  idea  to  build  the  house  to 
demonstrate  what  had  only  been  theory. 

I brought  my  husband  and  Paul  Sturges 
together.  My  part  has  varied  from  initial 
promoter  and  coordinator  of  financing  to 
general  picker-upper,  emergency  blue- 
printer,  ditch-digger,  and  doer  of  left  over 
tasks." 


Ms.  Gores  has.no  intention  of  ending 
her  conservation  work  after  the  House  For 
All  Seasons  is  completed:  "We  have  slowly 
and  surely  collected  an  enthusiastic  team 
who  will  continue  to  enjoy  working, 
researching,  and  thinking  through  conser- 
vation measures."

Fly  fishing  photography 

"I  believe  my  photographs  should  con- 
vey the  beauty  and  exciting  spirit  of  fish- 
ing," says  Barbara  Phelps  Cordes  '63,  cre- 
ator of  the  Angler's  Collection,  a business 
venture  which  began  with  a 1976  calendar 
and  now  includes  an  appointment  book 
and  an  art  catalog,  all  with  a common 
theme  — fly  fishing.

The  Angler's  Calendar  includes  20  photo- 
graphs, selected  from  the  more  than  4,000 
pictures  she  has  taken  of  fishing  through- 
out the  United  States,  sketches  of  imita- 
tion flies,  and  articles  by  well-known  fish- 
ing experts. 

Because  fish  don't  swallow  a fly  as  they 
do  live  bait,  fly  fishing  does  not  necessitate 
killing  them.  Therefore,  the  Angler's  Cal- 
endar has  won  the  approval  of  many  con- 
servation organizations,  some  of  which 
have  used  it  for  fund-raising  projects. 

Ms.  Cordes  also  sells  the  calendar  and  her 
other  products  to  book  and  department 
stores,  sports  shops,  and  individuals. 

Ms.  Cordes'  husband,  Ron,  is  the  west 
coast  editor  of  Fly  Fisherman  magazine. 
"Whenever  I went  fishing  with  him,  I 
always  ended  up  putting  down  my  rod 
and  picking  up  my  camera,"  she  explains. 
"I  realized  that  there  was  no  fishing  calen- 
dar on  the  market,  so  I started  one." 

A fonner  stewardess,  Ms.  Cordes  now 
travels  across  the  nation  on  her  own  busi- 
ness and  loves  it.  Her  frequent  trips  have 
put  her  in  touch  with  former  Pine  Manor 
President  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  an  avid  fly 
fisherman;  they  had  plans  for  a spring 
fishing  and  photography  session  on  Cape 
Cod.

"I  don't  think  I'll  ever  be  bored  with  my 
work.  I may  get  angry  and  detest  it  some- 
times, but  111  never  lose  interest,"  says 
Brenda  Waters  '70,  a May  1977  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Vermont  Medical  School. 

Dr.  Waters  believes  that  Pine  Manor 
gave  her  an  important  start  towards  her 
present  career:  "After  two  years  at  Pine 
Manor,  1 felt  I could  succeed  in  anything 
I put  my  mind  to.  I think  I did  more  grow- 
ing up  there  than  anywhere  else."  After 
graduating  from  Pine  Manor,  Dr.  Waters 
attended  Wellesley  College  for  a year  and 
then  graduated  from  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont as  a biology'  major.  She  worked  for  a 
year  as  a laboratory  technician  before 
applying  to  the  University  of  Vermont 
Medical  School.

That  old-time  flavor 

In  March  1976,  when  Liz  Allen  '72 
inherited  her  grandfather's  ice  cream  store 
in  Rehoboth  Beach,  DE,  she  found  she  had 
been  left  a building  and  lots  of  machin- 
ery—but  no  written  recipes. 

"I  had  to  rely  on  my  memory  of  watch- 
ing him  and  the  knowledge  of  those  who 
had  worked  for  him  years  ago,"  says  Ms. 
Allen,  a native  of  Aspen,  CO  who  now 
lives  in  Houston,  TX.  "I  really  didn't 
intend  to  open  the  store  for  business  at  all 
the  first  summer  because  there  was  so 
much  to  be  done.  The  store  had  been 
closed  since  Grandfather  retired  in  1972." 

During  that  summer,  Ms.  Allen 
immersed  herself  in  all  the  details  of  a 
small  business.  With  the  help  of  her  sister 
Susie,  she  spent  much  of  her  time  trying 
to  locate  the  best  sources  for  all  the  sup- 
plies she  needed  and  marketing  her  prod- 
uct. Both  vendors  and  potential  customers 
were  reluctant  to  take  her  seriously,  and  it 
was  especially  frustrating  to  discover  that 
businessmen  responded  much  more  read- 
ily to  her  father's  requests  than  to  her  own. 

"Eventually,  with  the  equipment  in 
working  order  and  former  patrons  inter- 
ested once  again,  1 realized  that  I had  a 
start  in  my  wholesale  business  — and  1 
made  my  first  batch  of  ice  cream." 

Ms.  Allen  found  that  discovering  just 
the  right  formula  for  each  flavor  of  her  all- 
natural ice  cream  was  a challenge,  to  say 
the  least.  Many  of  the  initial  batches  had  to 
be  thrown  away.  Her  standards  paid  off, 
however,  as  more  and  more  wholesale 
clients  decided  that  such  high  quality  ice 
cream  was  a better  buy  than  cheaper  but 
less  tasty  brands  produced  by  large 
companies. 

Country  Store  Homemade  Ice  Cream 
grew.  Liz  Allen  began  a retail  business, 
and  this  summer  she  plans  to  add  frozen 
yogurt  to  her  menu  and  to  do  some 
remodelling.  "I'm  now  enjoying  some  of 
the  rewards  of  the  business,"  she  says.  "It 


was  a terrific  feeling  accomplishing  in  one 
summer  what  I thought  would  take  a cou- 
ple of  years."

Anaik  Le  Jolly 

Alumnae  will  be  saddened  to  hear  of 
the  death  of  former  Pine  Manor  French 
instructor  Mile.  Anaik  Le  Jolly  on  March 
30, 1977  at  her  home  in  France. 

Born  in  1880,  Mile.  Le  Jolly  gave  many 
years  to  the  College;  she  taught  French 
from  1920  to  1922  and  from  1937  to  1948 
while  living  at  the  campus  French 
house. 

Ebba  A.  Peterson,  a former  Pine 
Manor  nurse  who  informed  us  of  Mile. 
Le  Jolly's  death,  remembers  this 
remarkable  teacher  as  "an  unusually 
warm  and  friendly  person,  beloved  by 
many  students." 
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What  exactly  is  endowment? 

A college’s  endowment  is  capital  that  is  invested  to  produce  income. 
A college  expects  to  use  only  the  income,  leaving  the  principal  to  be 
re-invested  on  a continuing  basis.  In  this  way,  both  the  principal  and 
interest  grow. 


Why  is  endowment  so  important? 

Endowment  should  provide  a steady  source  of  funds  for  use  whenever 
and  wherever  they  are  needed  most.  Tuition  and  fees  alone  cannot 
cover  the  rising  costs  of  the  quality  education  which  Pine  Manor  offers 
women  today.  Nor  can  annual  giving.  The  College  depends  upon 
income  from  its  endowment  for  everything  from  salaries  to  textbooks. 


How  much  endowment  does  Pine  Manor  have? 

Only  about  $178,000  in  unrestricted  funds  and  $40,000  restricted  to  the 
Library.  This  produces  a total  annual  income  of  about  $11,990.  Not 
nearly  enough  to  underwrite  basic  needs  in  a yearly  budget  of 
$2,900,000.  Significantly  less  than  that  of  comparable  institutions. 


How  can  you  help? 

Bequests  are  the  most  common  way  to  contribute  to  endowment.  Your 
own  financial  advisor  can  probably  suggest  other  advantageous 
plans  for  deferred  giving.  Of  course,  any  gift  to  Pine  Manor,  large  or 
small,  helps  the  College  maintain  its  position  as  a leader  in  women’s 
education.
